An outspok en and sometimes obnoxious student 
minority pulled at the universities as if it were en­ 
gaged in the annual frosh-soph tug of war. 
Youth continued to mak e a big thing of thumb- 
their noses at their parents’ false values by 


But compared to the* terrible draft riots in New 
York in 18t>.:. the recent miserable little demon­ 
strations in that city look ed lik e temperance society 
tea parties. Even Detroit was mild in terms of 
casualties. 
Conspicuously absent from the scene in 1967 was 
any mass uprising among those of the public aligned 
on the other sides of the various issues, any resort­ 
ing to the same tactics of civil lawlessness to ex- 


m 
acting out a mad charade with marijuana and other 
dangerous props. 
Detroit re-enacted the battle of Berlin and black 
power evilemisls issued new warnings about an ini- 
Hiincnl guerrilla war in lids country. 
But wliat is remark able about these sundry 
protests is their one-sidedness and isolated effect. 
Yes. platoons of police and national guardsmen 
were frequently called out — sometimes regiments 
and battalion — to do some pushing and prodding 
in the name of public order and sometimes swing 
clubs and toss tear gas bombs and sometimes shoot. 


Much is made of the average American's de- j 
sire to remain “ uninvolved.’* Maybe this is not al­ 
ways something to In* depreciated. Maybe it is one 
reason why the excesses of the few have not been 
met with the excesses of the 
m any, why the current 
wave of civil disobedience has not been met with 
a wave of official repression. 
With remark able patience and growing under­ 
standing. most people are facing up to these new 
and threatening social developments. li there is any 
underlying general reaction, it is the realization that 
the root causes of our national ills must he dis­ 
covered and corrected, not wished away. 
Beseiged. plagued, assailed, cautious of the fu­ 
ture. the overwhelming majority of Americans in 
liiliX will continue to stage a real demonstration of 
a free nation's ability to govern itself. They're k eep­ 
ing their cool.
